The Speaker of ilir Home on Record in
Knvor orWonmn Hnflflrime.

In 1834 Thomas B. Reed, of Maine,
was a member of tho house commltte
on judiciary, and In a minority report
on a woman suffrage bill, written by
himself, made use of the following language:
"In civilized countries, when it was

proposed that women should own their
own property, that they should have
the earnings of their own labor, there
wore not wanting those who were sure
that such a proposition could work
only evil to them, and that continually.
It would destroy the family, discordant
Interests would provoke dispute, and
the only real safety for women woh In
the headship of man, not that man
wanted superiority for any selfish reasons,but to preserve Intact the family
relations for woman's good"To-daya woman's properry belongs
to herself; her earnings are her own;
she has been emancipated beyond the
wildest hopes of any reformer of twenty-flveyenrs ago. Almost every vocationIs open to her. 8he has proven
her usefulness In spheres which the
"nature" worshipped by the conserva-
tlves of twenty-live years airo aosolutelyforbade her to enter. Notwlthingall of these changes the family circleremains unbroken, the man child
gets as well educated as before, anil the
ameliorating Influence of women haa
become only the more marked.
"Thirty years ago hardly any politicalassemblage of the people was

graced by the precence of women. Had
it needed a law to enable them to be
present, what an argument could have
been made against it! How easily It
could have been shown that the coarseness,the dubious expressions, the generalvulgarity of the scene could have
had no other effect than to break down
their purity of word and thought which
women have, and which conservative
and radical are alike sedulous to preserve.
"And yet the actual presence of womenat political meetings has not debasedthem, but has raised the other

sex. Coarseness has not been dlfused
through both sexes, but has lied from
both. To put the whole matter In a

short space, the association of the sexes
in the family circle, in society, and In
business, having proved Improving to
both, there is neither history, reason,
nor sense to Jnstlfy the uasertlon that
association in politics would lower the
one or demoralize the other.

'

"It is sometimes nsrerted that women
now have a Kivut Influence In politics
through their husbands and brothers.
That is undoubtedly true. Put that is
Just the kind of Influence which Is not
wholesome for the comunlty, for it Is
Influence unaccompanied by responsibility.people are always ready to
recommend to others what they would
not do themselves, ir u dp irae mm
women cannot be prevented from exorcisingpolitical Influence, is not that
only another reason why they should
be steadied In their political action by
that proper sene of responsibility which
comes from acting themselves?
"We conclude, then, every reason

which In this country bestows the ballotupon man Is equally applicable to
the proposition to bestow the ballot
upon woman, that in our judgment
there is no foundation for the fear that
woman will thereby become unfitted for
all of the duties she has hitherto performed."

NEW YORK, Jan. 29..An air of
gloom pervaded tho headquarters of
the Cuban revolutionary party In this
city to-day, and the leaders, who would
not admit lust night that there had
been any filibustering oxpedilton
which had met"with disaster, freely admittedthnt the story of the wreck of »

the steamer J. W. Hawkins was correct
T. E. Palma, who is the acknowledgedhead of the Cuban revolutionary

party In New York, said that the Htory
was undoubtedly true, but he claimed
that tho amount of money expended
in the expedition had been exaggerated
and that only about $100,000 hud been
expended in lltting out tho steamer J.
W. Hawkins, Including arms and ammunition."That is," said Mr. Palma,
"always presuming that such an expeditionwas flted out I wUb you
would say for me through the AbrociatedPress that I am placed In a very
delicate position In regard to this
whole matter. Otherwise 1 would not
hesitate to tell all I know about it, for
I believe that ve have the sympathy
of the United States with us, but that
i» iu/inirf *int l»»* Prnniilpnt Cleveland's
policy to aid'us in any way. Tin* Spanishgovernment In Its present state
would not hesitate to resort to any
means to place uh In a bad light with
the United States and anything I
might say conccrolr.g this alleged flllbusterlnfrscheme might be distorted
to our detriment."
One of the Cuban leaders made the

startling announcement that It was
evident there hnd been treachery in the
camp of the filibustering party. "You
see," said he. "we hired an expert in
this city to go to Baltimore to examine
the steamer J. W. Hawkins before we

purchased her. This expert reported
that the steamer was seaworthy. Now,
either the expert did not do his duty
properly and the steamer was not fit to
go to sea. or else there was a traitor
on board who deliberately scuttled the
ship. The latter would seem to be the
case. Neither General Garcia, who
was In command of the expedition, nor
his son, who was second in command,
nor any of the others at the head of the
movement had any Idea whatever that
the steamer was leaking until It was
too late to save her. After leaving this
city on Saturday night all went well,
apparently, until Sunday night, when
one of the flllbusterers, happening to
go down to the engine room, saw the
water rushing in. He at once notified
General Garcia and some of the party
were set to work to assist the crew at
the pumps, but It was too late. A
most searching Investigation Is beinK
made. and if there wan any plot to
scuttle the ship we vrll unearth It."
Tomasco Eatranda Palma said todaythat It was true that there had

been a conference at the home of GeneralGarcia la*t nlpht, but he denied
that there had been any talk of his
(Talma's) resigning the leadership of
the revolutionary party in New York.
He also denied all knowledge of the
whereabouts of the fllibusterera who
arrived here yesterday.
